The Value of Constantinople. 

The London "Spectator" of the 14th 
says: — As a positive) t'aet, Constantino- 
ple, if she did not possess the penin- 
sula, sho would be a terrible weakness 
to Russia, for it could only be defend- 
ed bv sea, ou which she could be beat- 
en even by single Powers; while if she 
did possess tlie Turkish peninsula, 
ho would bo no more out of 
rango than she is now, but much more 
out of range than she is now, but 
much more nearly within it. She 
would have moro subjects and perhaps 
moro re veu uo than she has now ; but 
she possesses already larger armies 
than she can use, and every sixpeuco 
of her new revenue would bo absorbed 
in the expense of government. Apart 
altogether from the necessary hostility 
of the great military Powers on her 
flank, who will never allow her to 
command the Danube, she would be 
no more powerful than she is, and fron 
the climate and fertility of her now 
possessions, much less invulnerable. 
That is no reason for allowing her to 
oppress populations who wish to bo 
free, but it is a reason for not regulat- 
ing our policy by the dictates of a 
timid selfishness which binds us to the 
plainest moral claims. 

The B'ack Sea argument, is, how- 
ever only secondary, the real argument 
being that Russia, possessed of such a 
naval station, could rush out and in- 
terrupt our communication with In- 
dia by the Mediterranean whenever 
she chose. Of course her power already 
possessed, say, by Franco, which 
could do precisely the samo thing 
from Marseilles. A Russian fleet 
emerging from tbo Hellespont would 
bo merely a fleet, and could bo des- 
troyed "" ' just as much ease or just 
as much ditlieulty as a French lleet 
emerging from Marseilles or Toulon. 
It would be only a fleet wherover it 
was, and would bo no whit fitter for 
battle because prepared in Constanti- 
nople than U prepared in Sebastopol 
or Cronstadt. li', indeed, wo could 
imagine that the mere possession of 
Constantinople would make Hussia 
the first of maritime powers, then in- 
deed we should be in danger as serious 
as if wo had lost the command of the 
seas; but except pobilion.wb.iit would 
Constantinople give her, in men, or 
"material," or means generally for 
tho maintenance of a greater fleet, that 
she does not already possess ! There 
would be, in fact, another lleet in tho 
Mediterranean betides the French, 
Spanish, Italian, and Austrian, and 
that would be all. That is not an 
acceptable result to a power like 
Great Britain, but it is not a result so 
dangerous that all other considera- 
tions should be postponed to it; while 
it is a result which will happen when- 
over Russia obtains the free water way 
which the can never cease to seek, 
and to which, by every rule of justico 
she has for a century been entitled. 

But finally, argue the llussoptiobists, 
Uussia intends to conquer India, and 
seated at Constantinople she would 
couquer her way to Bagdad, and 
threaten us upon the Persian Gulf. 
"Wo do not believe that the Russian 
object in Asia is India, holding that 
her conquests, so fur as they are not 
fortuitous, like many of our own con- 
quests in India, are intended rather 
to enable her to attack Persia, and 
through Persia, Turkey, from behind; 
but accepting tho idea that she desires 
to reign in India, how does tho pos- 
session of Constantinople advance her 
end? She must move towards the 
Persian Gulf; and she would havo to 
conquer a larger extent of territory 
and more numerous populations than 
sho has, as matters now stand. At 
present tho Caspian is a Russian lake, 
and from the Caspian to the Persian 
Gulf tho isthmus of Persia is only 500 
broad, possessed by people who, since 
tho famine, are certainly not tbreo 
million in number, who cannot face 
Prussian infantry, and who, but for 
us, could be conquered in a campaign. 
Persia is the Russian's road, if not 
to India, at least to a position which 
would mako India a most cxpensivo 
possession ; and access to another 
road, equally difficult, and leading to 
precisely the same point, would not 
make the Indian situation either better 
or worse. Iu any case, if seriously 
menaced, wo should havo to defend 
India by a war, which would not bo 
waged upon tho spot, and would not 
bo roudered moro dilliicultby Russia's 
possession of a great naval station 
ncccssiblo by sea. We do not deny 



that Russia would gain by such a 
possesion, moro especially in prestige 
in the East, and in her ability to 
intervene directly in the politics of the 
Mediterranean, but we do deny that 
she would gain so much as to mahe it 
too dangerous for us to do our duty in 
face of such a risk. With a little more 
audacity and philanthropic spirit in 
our statesmen, Constantinople would 
be transferred, not to Russia, hut to 
a Slave Confederation, assisted, it 
might bo, by an Italian army; but even 
if by persistently throwing tho Slaves 
ou Russia for protection wo ultimately 
enable her seize the "Imperial City." 
our position would only be aff. cted to 
the extent of a new reason for the 
occupation of Egypt— one reason 
added to the hundred which statesmen 
of all parties have already perceived.

SHIPBUILDING. 



There is lying at this moment at the 
Hudson Bay Company's wharf in this 
port the hull of a large and handsomely- 
modeled steamer called the Alexander. 
It was built at the mouth of Skeena 
River in this Province by Macallister 
Bros., who have shown an amount of 
energy and enterprise in the prosecu- 
tion of the undertaking worthy of 
praise and prosperity. Ihe vessel is 
designed for a tow-boat; but she will 
be adapted to passenger traffic as well 
aiid might be sent to seawith as much 
confidence as any of the mail boats 
now plying betwoen Victoria and San 
Francisco— her loDgth being 170 feet 
and the freight and passenger accom- 
modation good. But what, as British 
Columbians, we are most interested in 
respecting this new steumer is the fact 
that she is constructed of yellow cedar, 
a species of wood that abounds along 
the Northwest Coast and neighboring 
islands. Yellow cedar is easily worked 
and is described as very durable, as 
nlmost impervious to the ravages of the 
marine worm, and as susceptible of 
the finest finish. Every knee, plank 
and timber of tbe now steamer is of 
yellow cedar. To descend into the 
hold and examine the massive limbers, 
one would almost imagine bimself on 
tbe lower deck of a man-of war. Tbe 
muiu pervading idea that one receives 
of the boat is strength and secinity. 
Imagine the Alexander encountering 
tbe ship that destroyed the Pacific. 
The ship would be cut through and 
through and the Alexander would 
scarcely be affected by the collision. 
About fifteen years ago the Russians 
built a steamer of yellow cedar at Sitka 
and called her the Pollitoli'sky. That 
steamer is now running on Pnget 
Sound as a tug-boat, and ber timbers 
areas sound as the day on which they 
were putiuto her. Two or three small 
sailing vessels have been constructed 
on the Northwest Ooast and, as one 
of the builders says, ' there's no wear 
out to them." The employment of 
yellow cedar in the construction ef the 
Alexander has undoubtedly proved 
successful. That it is the best article 
for shipbuilding to be had on the 
coast, and not inferior to Eastern 
hacmatac and oak for the purpose can- 
not be denied. As yellow cedar is 
plentiful on the coast we look for a 
great stimulus to our shipbuilding in- 
terests, which may soon become a very 
important industry in tue Province. 

THE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION. 

Tilden is certainly President elect 
of the United States. There is no 
room for doubting that the Democrats 
■will go into power on the 4th of March. 
The Republicans have held power 
since 1861, a period of sixteen years, 
and have improved their opportunity 
by putting money in their purses.

Louisiana with 8 votes is doubtful ; but 
Tilden is safe without it, as he already 
has a majority of 1U of the electoral 
college.

TELFAIR. 



Monday, Nov. 13th, 187G. 
Tap Sing, on remand, charged with ne- 
glecting to abate a nuisance, was fined 
$20, or in default one month'3 imprison- 
ment. 

Charles Solleok was charged with being 
a vagrant. 

Inspector Bowden deposed that ou Sat- 
urday List a fight took place amongst a 
lot of drunken Indians on Store street. 
The prisoner wan found in a shanty in the 
neighborhood and tho Indians pointed 
him out as the man who hud supplied tho 
liquor. Witness had known prisoner for 
nino years, out of which time ho had put 
in 5 yeari" imprisonment for enticing sai- 
lors to desert and for supplying Indians 
with liquor. 

Prisjuor, who said that he had been 
employed on the wharves where ho made 
good wages, was cautioned as to his fu- 
ture conduct and discharged. 

Three Indians, charged with being 
drunk and disorderly and disturbing the 
peace, wore bound over in tho buLu of S10 
each to be of good behavior for one month 
or in dofault to go to jail for that term. 

ASSAULT. 

John Lawson appeared charged by J. 
M. Cleary with assaulting him by kicking 
him in the stomach and by hitting him 
with a hottle over tho heart. 

The assault is alleged to havo taken 
placo on board the steamer Gertrude lust 
week and the complainant assorted that 
ho is now suffering severely from injuries 
received. 

Mr. Drake appeared for tho plaintiff, 
Mr. McEimen for the defendant.

would shoot liuu (prisoner.) On tho two 
following nights witness attended atqnaw 
dance-house ou Waddio^ton Alley, but 
he did not know where Waddington Alloy 
was. Ho could not say if ho danced a 
Bohottische. Did not know tho steps well. 
Ho danced soveral dancos, but did not 
know one from the other. Could not say 
if tho ladies iu attendance were Irish, 
Scotch or English (laughter); might 
have been Jews, Turks or heathen. Ho 
was not drunk on the night of tho assaalt 



$200,000 in Gold Dust. 

Tho steamship Gussio Telfair, Capt. 
Gardner, arrived from Sitka and Wrungol 
on Sunday with the following cabin pa%- 
sougora and a company of U. S. soldiers: 
J. Lonz, H. Gerko, Davie, Leggatt, Ohas. 
Poud, Chas. Hall, Win Ruth, Geo. Hath, 
Byrnos, J. Foigh, Jonos, Park, Corobeni- 
Uo, Gohon, Poole, Humphrey, Capt. Jose- 
lyn, U.S.A., Lieut. Moore, U. S. A., Go- 
gun, Bovill, Col. Wingard, U.S.A., S. II. 
Noui-bo, John Grant, Wright, Hobi,. Sto- 
venson, L. L. Day, Hart, Hurt, jr., Dr. 
Moort,, Eraser, Richards, W. Earron, 
Daweon, W. Kirk) .trick, Dillon, MoMa- 
hon, Larkins, MoDonough, E. Under- 
wood, Knight, Bias, Hank, and 94 iu tho 
steerage. 

Tho amount of gold dust received is 
variously estimated at from §150,000 to 
3200,000. About 100 miners remain at 
Wrangel. 

On tho upward passage, at low water, 
when passing through Pearl Straits, 30 
miles N. W. of Sitka, tho Telfair struck a 
sunken rock not down in tho chart, sus- 
taining slight damage to tho sea-cock and 
causing tho vessel to leak. Tho shook 
was slight, tho blow being a "glancing ' 
ouo. Sho proceeded on to Sitka when the 
cargo for Sitka, Wrangel and Cassiar being 
still on board was discharged and tho 
damage repaired. Tho freight was not 
damaged in tho least. Tho accident ac- 
counts for tho Telfair's detention. Tho 
steamship sailed South yesterday. 

Leathers' Artificial Stone. 

Mr. L. L. Leather, inventor of tho 
pateut process for manufacturing artificial 
stone, and Colonial Thorpe, arrived yes- 
terday. Shortly uftor their arrival they 
were awarded a contract for laying an ar- 
tificial stone sidewalk in front of Forbes' 
Block on Government street. The work 
will bo executed to-day and our citizens 
will have au opportunity of witnessing in 
a few minutes by artificial means the pro- 
duction of stone that in the ordinary 
course of Nuturo would require ages to 
bring to perfection. Everywhere that 
those goutlemen havo boon their stono has 
taken precedence of the quarried article. 
Esquisito shapes aro instantly obtained 
by moulding that would require the 
skilled labor of soveral men as many days 
to cut with a chisel. A few woeks ago 
the writor walked over blocks of solid 
stone sidewalks at Oaklaud. Those side- 
walks wore all produced by Mr. Leathers' 
procoss. Compared witli tho expense of 
brick or cut atone tho cost of building 
with tho artificial article is a mere 
bagatelle At Oakland and San Francisco, 
at Portland, Oregon, and other places, 
companios have been formed to manufac- 
ture the atone. At Portland, within a 
fow days, a committee of leading citizens 
was appointed to test the stone. A piece 
was heated in a forge to a red heat, then 
taken from tho firo, and whilst red-hot 
immersed in cold wator for several min- 
utes. Upon taking tho stone from the 
water it was found to bo uninjured. An- 
other piece was subjected to tho freezing 
tost without sustaining any injury. As 
our citizons will havo an opportunity of 
witnessing tho interesting procoss of 
manufacture to-day they will bo enabled 
to form their own conclusions. 



Sudden Deaths.— Mr. E.S. Bushell, tho 
well-known musician, died somewhat sud- 
denly at his residence on Kane street at 
12 o'clock on Sunday night. Tho deceas- 
ed had somo timo past been in failing 
health, but his death was quite unexpect- 
ed. He was a thorough musician and on 
many occasions hud the honor of playing 
before Her Majesty at Edinburgh aud 
elsowhero. Whilst in England he was 
also a member of J alien's celebrated band 
which used to perform at the Crystal Pa 
laco and at grand concerts in London.

The London 'Telegraph' of the 4th 
inst^eays:— Mr. Spurgoon took part 
yesterday in the proceedings in con- 
nection with the laying of tho founda- 
tion stone of a new hall in George- 
street, Camberwell, iu which Ned 
Wright proposes for tho future to 
carry on tho mission service, for which 
his present wooden and iron structure 
1ms become inadequate. There was a 
very crowded attendance, and Mr. 
Wright seemed to have many sympa- 
thisers, by one of the most liberal of 
.whom, Mr. R. A. Gray, tho stone was 
'laid. I came here to-day, said Mr. 
Spurgoon, to help a neighbor. The 
timo was when nobody would go in- 
sido any place of worship unless he 
agreed with all that was said and done 
there; but we have now come to re- 
joice in diversity of operations wboro 
we can see that they are directed to 
tho service of the samo Lord. I be- 
lieve there is not half as much ground 
fur tho anxiety peoplo feel, when they 
look at the various denominations in 
the Church, as they suppose. I have 
known ono placo m a town as dead as 
death could be, and another placo was 
opened, and them both were fillod, 
(Hear, hear .) For my part, if Ned 
Wright or anybody else can run away 
with my congregation (a laugh) they 
are uncommonly welcome; but it will 
take them nil their time, for I always 
think that if there is a new coach put 
on tho road the old coach should bo 
horstd better, so as to keep customers. 
(Great applause.) What wo want to 
do is by some means to got tho groat 
mass of out people to hear the Gospel. 
I am always hearing it said the great 
problem is to get the working- classes 
to listen to the gospel. I do not be- 
lieve that to bo tho problem at all, and 
I deny altogether that tho working- 
classes of London attend less at tho 
house of God than other classes iu 
Loudon. In proportion to thoir num- 
bers they attend us well as any other 
class. At least, that is my experience. 
People como to the Tabernacle, and 
when they see tho congregation coming 
out they say no working-classess go 
thero, because they would not be so 
well dressed. But why should not a 
working-man wear as good a suit of 
clothes as he possibly can get ! Do 
you expect that on Sunday he would 
wear the same clothes in which during 
tho week lie is bricklayiug or carpen- 
tering, in which he is up to his neck in 
dust or in which he goes down a sew- 
Ouo of the first things I notice 
about a man when ho turns from his 
evil ways is that he gets a decent suit 
of clothes, and if ever he had such a 
thing before I am afraid he was in tho 
habit of leaving them rather long at 
his uncle's. (Laughter.) I don't be- 
lieve any one in Europe could tell the 
difference between a workman in his 
best clothes and any other swell. (Re- 
newed laughter.) I suppose two-thirds 
of my congregation at tho Tabernacle 
are working men, and whenever you 
have a vigorous, living Church you 
will uud that tho bulk of it is made up , 
of tho very men whom it is said to be 
the problem to get to go to the house 
of God. There is a problem I should 
like to see solved, and that is, how to 
got tho people of the Wost End into 
church, bocauso although there are 
many places in connection with the 
Church of England in which the Gob- 
pel is truly preached, I must say I do 
not call it going to the House of God 
when a man goes to witness proces- 
sions and pomps and shows. And I 
know thero are hundreds of thousands 
of people living in tho suburbs sur- 
rounding Loudon having large incomes 
and lino houses, who do not attend 
church any more than many of the 
workpeople do. Let us look at the 
objections peoplo urgo to going out 
on Sunday. Some say thoir clothes 
are not good enough, but thoy aro 
good enough if they had been paid 
for. (Laughter.) I admit there are 
persons who should never go to church 
— those, who wear boots that squeak 
and whoso umbrellas are always 
falling down with a snap. Then you 
find peoplo who say they don't go 
because of the boat and the bad air. 
I could indicate some places whore thoy 
could havo three pows to thomsolvos if 
thoy liked (laughter), and plenty of 
air. To all sextons and chapel -keepers 
I would give this wrinkle— open your 
windows often. (Laughter,) I often 
preach in country chapels where the 
peoplo get packed like herring in 
a barrel (laughter), and I havo tried to 
get the windows opened, but they 
wouldn't, lor they never had been 
opened. (A laugh.) I went into ono 
of these placos once, and it was so 
closo and hot that I asked every gontlo- 
man near a window smash a pane or 
two. (Laughter.) Thero was soon a 
very grand smash, but thou tho beauti- 
ful fresh air streamed in. I paid tho 
bill afterwards like an honest man; but 
it was much better to do that than 
bear tho cruelty of preaching in such 
au atmosphere or forcing peoplo to 
listen when thoy when thoy woro more 
disposed to sleep. Thero is a common 
complaint that tho preacher can 
neither bo understood nor heard, and 
thero is some truth in it. I wish 
somo preachers who mumble at a very- 
great rate would got a now set of teeth. 
If men have anything worth boing 
heard, they should speak out. I havo 
heard of clergymen iu Australia and 
Africa — I do not say in England 
(a laugh) — of whom it is said that 
when you hear them onco you hoar as 
much of them its you want to hear. 
(Laughter.) Paoaeheis use various 
kinds of English — ono with many- 
syllabled words, tho other tho Saxon 
thoir mother* talked, and which thoy 



themselves began to uso when they 
prattled as children. I heard a story 
onco of a number of sailors who were 
playing cards up aloft and had a light 
for the purpose. The captain sent a 
midshipman to tell them to put it out, 
and the midshipman told them to "ex- 
tiiiguish that luminary." But the 
sailors did not understand him. 
Then tho captain called out, "Douso 
that glim" — and out went the candle. 
(Great laughter.) I should not have 
said that, but I should have taken a 
middle point, and said, "Put out that 
candle, old boys." [Laughter.] I 
believo "highfalutin" is too much used 
in tho pulpit. Wo preachers should 
speak so that tho peoplo could not 
misunderstand us even if thoy tried to 
do so. Some men occasionally stay 
away from communion because their 
wives have a large family [a laugh], 
and these poor women cannot leave 
the children. I should like to whispor 
in ears of some Christian young women 
that they might go and take of the 
children for a Sunday and let the 
mother get out, I Applause.] As for 
the husbands, I don't think they al- 
ways take their fair turn with their 
wives, for I see somo Christian men out 
on Sunday whoso wives never get out for 
a month together. I think too, that poo- 
ple havo a good deal to do with tho tilling 
of tho churches, and that they might 
bring friends when they could, and cer- 
tainly when they found it necessary to 
say tho good man preaching had his wits 
wool-gathering, they ought only to fay it 
out in the country, when thero was no 
one within a milo or so of them. I'll tell 
you what I often find. When I go into a 
street and ask for a chapel I am told it is 
rouud the corner by the Duke of Prussia, 
or the Marquis of Gamby, or the Mother 
Bed Cap; but I don't find tho churches 
are conspicuous places. Don't lot this 
happen to you. Advertise, distribute 
handbills, for tho life of business is black 
ink. You ought to distribute tracts — I 
mean good ones — and if I knew were you 
could get good ones I should tall you, 'for 
thoy aro generally soporific articlos. 
[Laughtor.J Mr. Spurgeon concluded, 
after an earnest exhortation, by remark- 
ing that as good book numbers sold best 
when thoy were illustrated with plates, 
so in that meeting they wero going to see 
what could be dono with platos. A hand- 
some collection was taken up, Mr. Spur- 
geon beginning with .'HO.
